This 
was equivalent lo the number cf MRBM which 
the Soviet government had stated were present 
Ἢ Cuba. 

None of the large-nbaiched Soviet merchant 
thins which had delivered the missiles to Cuba 
ΠΩΣ in the area. The transporters were there- 
τὰ deck loaded on available shipping, despite 
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the possibility of damage from exposure above 
board on a winter crossing of the Atlantic. 
Although they were tightly wrapped in a rubber- 
ized waterproof envelope and covered with layers 
of canvas, it is evident that some possibility of 
damage in heavy weather remains. 

As we go to press there has been no indication 
of the departure of any Soviet technicians or 
troops associated with the SA-2 or cruise missile 
sites, or those assigned to ground defense roles. 

The following table shows that the missile 
transporters were aboard eight ships. Two other 
ships carried missile associated equipment.
